away his Life. That Pilate might give Him to be 
ſcourged on that Account, is very probable ; be- 
cauſe, after the Scourging, he brings Him out to 
the Fews, proclaiming, I find no Fault in Him. 
And before his Scourging, he ſpeaks it more ex- 


preſly, He hath done nothing worthy of Death, I will 


therefore chaſtiſe Him, and releaſe Him. 


Wr may read here a Lecture of the immenſe 
Love of Gop in Chriſt to us poor Gentiles, Was 
there ever Love like unto this Love? Had He not 
been Gop as well as Man, He could never have 
had in his Heart ſuch a Love as this. It was a Di- 
vine Love; a Love far ſurpaſſing either the Love of 
Men, or Women, or Angels.

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4. THEY plaited a Crown of Thorns, and put it 
upon his Head, A goodly Crown for the King of 
Kings! We read of many Sorts of Crowns, as of 
the 33 Laurel, Naval, Mural, but never 
till this did we read of a Crown of Thorns. A 
Crown it was to delude Him, and a Crown of 
Thorns to torment Him. In this we may read both 
his Pain and Shame. After they had put it upon 
his Head, they took a Reed and ſmote Him en the 
Head: That is, they ſmote Him on the Head to 
faſten the Crown of Thorns upon Him ſurer, and 
to imprint it deeper. ; 


How many Leſſons might we draw from hence ? 
They put upon his Head 5, hae of Shame, of 
Death, of Torture; who came to give us a Crown 
of Victory, of Life, of Glory. O what a Shame 


is it for any of us to crown our Heads with Roſe- 


buds, to. ſpend our Time in Vanity, Folly, Sin, 


when Chriſt our LoRD had ſuch a Grove of Thorns 


growing on his ſacred Head? The Diſciple is not 
above his Maſter, nor the Servant above his Lord : 
It is enough for the Diſciple that he be as his Maſter, 
and the Servant as his Lord. If our Lord and 
Maſter was crowned with Thorns, ſurely the Mem- 
bers of Ghri/t ſhould not be ſoft, delicate, effemi- 
nate, ſenſual, or given up to Plealures. Ot

ABouT Ten Chri/t was brought forth, and ſen- 
tenced, 1. For his bringing forth, I ſhall therein

Women, affording them ks and Words too, 


both of Compaſſion and of Conſolation, Daug/- 
ters of Jeruſalem, weep not for Me, but for your- 


ſelves. —And yet obſerve, He did not turn his 
Face to them, untill He heard them Weep ; nor 
may we think to ſec his Face in Glory, unlefs we 

bathe our Eyes in Sorrow. It is a Wonder 
to me, that any in our Age ſhould ever decry Tears, 
Remorſe, Contrition, Compunction. How many 
Saints do we find both in the Old and New Te/ta- 
ment, confuting by their Practices thoſe groſs Opi- 


nions? The Promiſe tells us, They that Sow in 
Tears, ſball Reap in Foy; he that follows Chriſt, 
or goeth forth weeping, bearing precious Seed, ſhall

Bur what's the Meaning of This, Nerp not for 
Me;? May we weep not for the Death of Chriſt? 
Do we not find in Scripture that all the People 
wept at the Death of Moeſes? That all the Church 
wept at the Death of Stephen? That the Women 
lamented the Death of Doreas *® And, did not 
Chrijt Himſelf weep for Lazarus, and Ferufalem ? 
Nay, is He not here weeping Showers of Blood, 
all along the Way? O, what's the Meaning of 
this, NMeep not for Me, but weep for yourſelves ? 


I axnsweR, the Words are not abſolute, but com- 
parative. Chriſt doth not ſimply forbid us to weep 
for our Friends, but rather to turn our worldly 
Grief into godly Sorrow for Sin. Chr:/t pointed 
the Women to the true Cauſe of all their Sorrow, 
which was their Sins; and thus we have cauſe to weep 
indeed.

1. Fox the Shame, it was a curſed Death, Crr/- 
ed is every one that hangeth on @a Tree, When it was 
in Uſe, it was chiefly inflicted upon Slaves, that 
either falſly accuſed, or treacherouſly conſpired their 
Maſter's Death; but on whomſoever it was inflict- 
ed, this Death, in all Ages among the Fews, hath 
been branded with a ſpecial Kind of Ignominy; 
and ſo the Apoſtle ſignifies when he faith, He a- 
baſed Himſelf to the Death, even to the Death of the 
Croſs. 3 | | 


2. Fon the Pain, it was a painful Death; as ap- 


pears ſeveral Ways. 1. His Legs and Hands were 
violently racked, and pulled out to the Places fit - 
ted for his faſtening, and then pierced through 
with Nails. 2. By this Means He wanted the Uſe 
both of his Hands and Feet, and ſo was forced to 
hang immoveable upon the Croſs, as being unable te 
turn any Way for his Eaſe. 3. The longer He lived, 
the more He endured; for by the Weight of his 
Body, his Wounds were opened and enlarged, his 
Nerves and Veins were rent and torn aſunder, and 


| his Blood guſhed out more and more. 4. He died 


20 Inch-meal, as I may ſay, and not at once: The 
roſs kept Him a great While upon the Rack. It 
was full three Hours betwixt Chriſt's Aﬀixion and 
Expiration; and it would have been longer if He 
had not freely and willingly given up the Ghoſt; 
it is reported that Andrew the Apoſtle was two 
whole Days upon the Croſs before he died; and fo 
long might Chriſt have been, if Gop had not 
heightened it to greater Degrees of Torment.

I MAY add to this, as above all this, the Pains 
of his Soul while He hanged on the Croſs; for there 
alſo Chrift had his Agonies and Conflicts, theſe 
were thoſe «iz; bar, thoſe Pains, or Pains of 
Death, from which Peter tells us Chriſt was looſed. 
The Word «9%, properly ſignifies the Pain of 
a Woman in Travel; ſuch were the Pains of eſus 
Chri/t in Death: The Prophet calls it, The Tra- 
varl of his Soul And the Pſalmiſt calls it the Pains 
of Hell, The Szrrows of Death compa{ſſed me, and 
the Pains of Hell gat hold _ me. The Sorrows, 
or Cords of Death compaſſed his Body, and the 
Pains of Hell gat hold upon his Soul: And theſe 
were they that extorted from Him that paſſionate 
Expoſtulation, My Gop, My Gop, why haſt T hou 
ferſaten Me? He complains of that which was 
more grievous to Him, than ten Thouſand Deaths, 
A Gop, My Gop, why ha/t Thou withdrawn 
thy 2 Preſence, and left my Scul (as it were} 
in Hell! | ; 


AND now we refle& on the Shame and Pain: O 
the Curſe and Bitterneſs that our Sins have brought 
on Jeſus Chrift! When I but think on theſe bleed- 
ing Veins, ſcourged Sides, furrowed Back, har- 
rowed Temples, digged Hands and Feet, and then 
conſider that my Sins were the Cauſe of all; me- 
thinks I ſhould need no more Arguments for ſelf- 
abhorring. Chriſtians, would not your Hearts rife 
againſt him that ſhould kill your Father, Mother, 
Brother, Wife, Huſband? O then, how ſhould 
your Hearts and Souls riſe againſt Sin? Surely your 
din it was that murdered Chri/?, that killed Im 


who is inſtead of all Relations, who is a thouſand 
Times dearer to you than Father, Mother, Huſ- 
band, Child. One "Thought of this ſhould, me- 
thinks, be enough to make you ſay, as Lab did, J 
abhor myſelf in Duſt > Aſhes. O, w

Croſs on the Back of Chri/t? My Sins. O, what's 
that Crown on the Head of Chr;/t? My Sins. O 
what's that Nuil in the Right-hand, and that other 
in the Left-hand of Chi? My Sins. O, what's 
that Spear in the Side of Chr? My Sins. O, 
what are thoſe Nails and Wounds in the Feet of 
Chrijt? My Sins. With a ſpiritual Eye I ſee no 
other Engine tormenting Chriſt; no other Pate, 
Herd, Annas, Caiaphas, condemning Chri/?; no 
other Soldiers, Officers, eus or Gentiles, doing 
Execution on Chr:/, but only Sin. O my Sins, 
my Sins! | 


2. ComForT we ourſelves in the End of this 
Death of Chri/?; As Moſes lifted up the Serpent in 
the Wilderneſs, ſo muſt the San of Man be lifted up; 
that whoſcever believeth in Him ſhould not feriſh, but 


have eternal Life. Without this Conſideration, the 


Contemplation of Chriſ's Death would be altoge- 
ther unprofitable. Now what was the End? Sure- 
ly this, Chriſt lifted up, that He might draw all 
Men unto Him: Chri/t hanged on a Iree, that He 
might bear our Sins on the Tree. This was the 
Plot which Gop aimed at in the Crucifying of 
Crit; and thus our Faith muſt take it up. Indeed 
our Comfort hangs on this. The Deſign of Chri/t 


in his Sufferings is that welcome News, O remem- 


ber this, Chriſt is crucihed! And why ſo? That 
whoſoever believeth in Him ſhould net periſh, but have 
everlaſting Life. 


DE CT. VII. Of the Confequents after CrurIsT's 


Cruciſhing. 


1. ABouT Twelve, when the Sun is uſually 
brighteſt, it began now to darken. This Dark- 
neſs was ſo great, that it ſpread over all the Land of 
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%-1wry: Some think, over all the World; ſo we 
tranſlate it in Lute, And there was Darkneſs over 


all the Earth»: And many Gentiles, beſides, 'Fews, 
obſerved the ſame as a great Miracle. 26 


Tux Cauſe of this Darkneſs is diverſly rendered 
dy ſeveral Authors. Some think, that the Sun, by 
Divine Power, withdrew, and held back its Beams. 
Whatſoever was the Cauſe, it continued for the 
Space of three Hours as dark as the darkeſt Win- 
ter's Night. | 


2. ABOUT Three, which the Jeres call the Ninth 
Hour, the Sun now beginning to receive his Light, 
Jeſus cried with a loud Voice, Eli, Eli, Lamaſabach- 
thai, my Go, my God, why haſt thou forſaken 
Ate *— And then, that the Scripture might be fulſill- 
ed, He ſaid, I thir/f.— And whin He had received 
the Vinegar, He ſaid, It is finiſhed. — And, at laſt, 
crying with a loud Voice, He ſaid. Father, inte thy 
Hands I commend my Spirit: And having ſaid thus, 
He gave up the Ghojt., I cannot ſtay on theſe ſeven 
Words of Chriſt, which He uttered on the Croſs: 
His Words were ever gracious, but never more 
gracious than at this Time. We cannot find, in 
all the Books of Men, in all the Records of Time, 
either ſuch Sufferings or ſuch Sayings, as were theſe 
_ Liſt Sayings and Sufferings of Fe/us Chri/?, 


3. ABouT Four in the Afternoon He was pier- 
ced with a Spear, and there iſſued out of his Side 
both Blood and Water. And one of the Soldiers 
with a Spear pierced his Side, and forthwith cams 
thereout Blood and Water. This was a Fountain of 
both Sacraments, the Fountain of all our Happi- 
neſs, The Fountain opened to the Houſe of David, and 
to the Inhabitants of Jeruſalem for Sin and for Un- 
Ueanneſs, There are Three that bear Witneſs on

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Earth, faith John, the Spirit, the Mater, and the 


Blood. Out of the Side of Chrift, being now dead, | 
here iſſues Water and Blood; ſignifying that He

4. ABouT Five (which the Fews call the Ele- 
venth, and the laſt Hour of the Day) Chri/t was 
taken down, and buried by Jeſepbh and Nicodemus. 


Tuvus far we have propounded the bleſſed Ob- 
ject of Chriſt's ſuffering and dying for us. Our next

CHAP. II. 


SecrT. I. Of Knowing Jesus os carry- 


ing on the great Work of our Salvation 
in his Death. 


1. T ET us Know J.ſus carrying on the great 
Work of our Salvation, during his Suffer- 

ings and Death. This is the high Point which 
Paul was ever ſtudying: Preaching, I determined 
not to know any Thing among you, ſave Jeſus Chriſt, 
and Him crucified Chriſt crucihed, is the rareſt 
Piece of Knowledge in the World. The Perſon of 
Chrift is a Matter of high Speculation; but Chriſt 
farther conſidered, as clothed with his Garments of 
Blood, is that Knowledge which eſpecially Paul 
urſues: He eſteems not, determines not to make 

any Profeſſion of any other Science or Doctrine. 
O my Soul, how many Days, and Months, and 
Years, haſt thou ſpent to attain ſome little WR 
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of Knowledge in the Arts, and Tongues, and Sci- 
ences? And yet what a poor Skill hait thou attain- 
ed in Reſpect of the many Thouſands of them that 
knew nothing at all of Jaa Chriſt? And what it 
| thou hadſt reached a greater Proficiency? Couldſt 
thou have dived into — Secrets of Nature? Couldſt 
thou have excelled “the Wiſdom of all the Chil- 
« (ren of the Eaſt Country, and all the Wiſdom 
e of Egypt, and the Wiſdom. of Solomon, who 
« ſpake of Beaſts, of F owls,of Fiſhes, of all Trees, 
40 8 the Cedar Tree that is in Lebanon, even to 
« the Hyſlop that ſpringeth out of the Wall,” yet 
without the faving Knowledge of Christ crucified 
(Chri/? ſuffering, bleeding, and 4 ying) all this had been 
—— See Eccl. i. 18. and above all, that is the rareſt 
which ſhews Him ſuffering for us, and lo freeing us 
from Hell-Sufferings. Come then and ſpend thy Time 
tor the future more fruitfully in reading, learning, 
knowing, this one nece//ary Thing. Study it there- 
fore, but be ſure thy Study and ans bas be ra- 
ther practical than ſpeculative. Do not merely 
learn the Hiſtory of Chriſt's Death, but the Effi- 
cacy, Virtue, and Merit of it. Know what thou 
knoweſt in Reference to thyſelf, as if Ze/us: had. 
been all the While carrying on the Buſineſs of thy 
Soul's Salvation; as af thou hadſt ſtood. by, and 
Chrift had ſpoke. to * as to the Woman, Mey 
not for Me, but for thyſelf; thy Sins cauſed my Suf- 
ferings, and my n were e for the Aboution of 
thy

Let us conſeder Fejus, carrying on this great 
Work of 0: Fon 3 Sufferings and 
Death. They Hall lock wpon Me whom. they have

ET ider 
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ſider Me: And accordingly the Apoſtle, was looking 


unte Jeſus, or conſidering Feſus, the Author and Fi- 
mfher of our Faith, who for the Foy ſet before Him, 
endured the Croſs, and deſpiſed the Shame. Itis good 
in all Reſpects, and under all Confiderations, to 


look unto Jus from firſt to laſt; but, above all, 


this Text relates to the Time of hisSufferings: And 
hence It is that Luke calls Chri/?'s Paſſion Stweiar, a 
Theory or Sight; And all the People that came to- 


wether to that Sight, ſmote their Breaſts and returned. 


Not but that every Paſſage of Chriſt is a Sight, wor- 
thy our looking on, or conſidering; Chri/t in his 
Father's Purpoſe, Crit in the Promiſe, Chriſt in 
Performance; Chri/ in his Birth, and Chriſt in his 
Life. O what blefled Objects are theſe to look 


upon? But, above all, confider Him, ſaith the 


Apoſtle, that endured ſuch Contradittion of Sinners 
ogainft Himſelf. — Conſider Him, who, for the Foy 
that was ſet before Him, endured the Creſs, and de- 


Fpiſad the Shame. Of all other Parts, Acts, or Paſ- 


iages of Chriſt, the wg Crhott hath only honour- 
ed Chri/?'s Paſſion (his Sufferings and Death) with 


this Name, Thezry, and Sight. O then let us look 


en this, conſider this. 


1. Cos DER Him paſſing over the Brook Ce- 


dran. It ſignifies the Wrath of Gop, and Rage 
of Men. Through many Tribulations muſt the 


„that will follow after Him to the Kingdom of 


Flory. Conſider Him entering into the Garden of 


| Gethſemane : In a Garden Adam tinned, and in this 
Garden Chri/t muſt ſuffer. Into this Garden no 
ſooner was He entered, but He began to be ago- 


nized: All his Powers within Him were in Con- 
flict. Confider, O my Soul, how ſuddenly He is 
ftruck into a ſtrange Fear. Never was Man ſo 
afraid of the Torments of Hell, as Chriſt, ſtanding 
in our Room, is of his Father's Wrath; nor 5 

e 
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Fe only afraid, but very heavy. My Soul is exceed- 
ing Paton even unto Death. His Sorrow was 
deadly, it melted his Soul as Wax is melted with 
| Heat: It continued with Him till his laſt Gaſp; 
his Heart was like Wax burning all the Time of 
his Paſſion. Nor was He only afraid and heavy, 


but He began to be ſore amazed. This ſignifies an 


univerſal Ceſſation of all the Faculties of the Souł 
from their ſeveral Functions. We uſually call it a 
Conſternation. It is like a Clock ſtopped for the 
While from going, by fome Hand or other laid 
upon it; fucha Motion of the Mind as whereby 
for the preſent He was diſabled to mind any Thing 
elſe, but the dreadful Senſe of the Wrath of Gop. 
O what an Agony was this ! what a ſtruggling Paſ- 
fon of mixed Grief! „O, my Father! Sinner, 
Thou haft bent thy Bow, lo! here an open Breaſt, 
fix herein all thy Shafts; better I ſuffer for a While, 
than that all Men ſhould be damn'd forever : Thy 


Will is mine: Lo! I will bear the Burden of Sin: 


Shoot here thy Arrows of Revenge.” And thus, as 
He prayed, ſweat, And his Sweat was, as it 
were great Drops of Blood falling down to the Ground. 
O what Man or Angel can conceive the Agony, 
the Fear, the Sorrow, the Amazement of Heart, 
that, without all outward Violence, bled through 
the Fleſh and Skin; not ſome faint Dew, but ſolid 
Drops of Blood? O, my Soul, conſider this, and 
if thou wilt bring this Conſideration home, ſay, thy 
Sins were the Cauſe of this bloody Sweat. 


2. ConsIDER his Apprehenſton. Judas is now 
at Hand, with a Froep following Him. See how, 
without all Shame he ſet himſelf in the Van, and, 
coming to his EoRD and Maſter, gives Him a moſt 
traiterous Kiſs: Hat, Judas, betraye/t thou the Son 
of Man with a Kiſs? Haſt thou fold the Lok of 
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Life to ſuch cruel Merchants as covet greedily his 


Blood? At what Price haſt thou ſet the LORD of 


all the Creatures? At thirty Pence? What a flen- 
der Price for the LoR D of Glory. At that Tune, 
faid Chrift, © Ye be come as againſt a Thief with 


* Swords and Staves; I ſat daily among you teach- 


ing in the Temple, and ye never laid Hands on. 


Me; but this is your Hour, and the Power of

Nov the Prince of Darkneſs exerciſed his Power; 
now the ravenous Wolves aſſaulted the moſt inno- 
cent Lamb in the World: Now they furiouſly haled 
Him this Way and that Way. hat Cries, and 
Shouts, and Clamours made they over Him? Now 
they lay hold on his holy Hands, and bind them 


bard with rough and —— Cords. Now they 


bring Him back again over Cedron. Now they led 
Him openly through the Streets of Jeruſalem, and 
carry Him to the Houſe of Annas in Triumph. O, 
my Soul, conſider theſe ſeveral Paſſages leiſurely, 
— with good Attention, till thou feeleſt ſome 
Motions in thy Affection. He that is fairer than 
all the Children of Men, is beſmeared with W eep- 
ing, and troubled with Sorrow of Heart.. Surely 
there is ſomething, 'O my Soul, in thee, that cauſed 
all this: Hadſt not thou ſinned, the Sun of * 


ouſneſs had never been eclipſed. 


3. ConsIDER the Hurrying of Jeſus from Annas 


to Caiaphas. There a Council is called, and Caia- 
as the High Prieſt adjures our Lok to tell him, 
He was Chriſ the Son of Gop? No ſooner He 
athrms it, but He is doomed guilty of Blaſphemy. 
Now again they diſgorge all their Malice and Re- 

venge; each one gives Him Buffets and Strokes: 
They ſpit upon that Divine Face, they hoodwink 
his 
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his Eyes, and ſtrike Him on the Cheek, ſcoffing, 

| and jeſting, and ſaying, II ho is it that ſmote Thee? 
O my Soul, why doſt thou not humble thyſelf at 
this ſo wonderful Example? How ts it that there 
ſhould remain in the World any Token of Pride 
after this ſo marvellous Example of Humility? I 
2m aſtoniſhed this ſo great Patience overcomes not 
my Anger, this ſo great Abaſing aſſwageth not my 
Pride, theſe ſo violent Buffets beat not down my 
Preſumption: e Chri/t by theſe Means ſhould 
overthrow the Kingdom of Pride, and yet that there 
ſhould remain in me the Relicks of Pride! Con- 
ſider all thoſe Night-ſufferings of Chri/t; now was 
the Seaſon that all Creatures ſhould take their Reſt. 
All the Night long Chriſt is tormented by thy Sins. 
Not one Jot of Reſt hath Chriſ, whom thou by the 
Alarm of thy Sins diſquieted, both at Evening, at 
Midnight, and at the Cock-Crow, and at the 
Dawning. 04352 e pM 
4. CONSIDER . e of Chri from Caia- 
phas to Pilate. Now He — before Pilate, where 
He was accuſed of Sedition and Uſurpation. Not 
only Jetos, but Gentiles, have their Hands imbrued 
in the Blood of Chriſt: Pilate was delegated from 
Ceſar, yet not without a ney; 4 =” Behold we 
« go up to Feruſalem, and all Things that are 
« written by the Prophets concerning the Son of 
« Man ſhalt be accompliſhed ; for He ſhall be de- 
« livered unto the Gentiles.” At the Gentile Tri- 
bunal being queſtioned of his Kingdom, He an- 
ſwers both the Fews and Gentiles, that they need 
not fear his Uſurpation : A Kingdom is not of this 
I/orld. He gives Kingdoms that are eternal; but 
He will take away none that are temporal. Chriff 
came not into the World to be Cz/ar's, or Pilates, 
or Herod's Succeſſor ; but, if they had believed, to 
| have been their Saviour. O that I could but con- 
| 75 temn 
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temn the World as Ci did! O that I could ſeck 
the Kingdom of GO p, and his Righteouſneſs. | 


my Soul, I feel it, unleſs I can be free from the 


Affection of all Creatures, I cannot with Freedom | 
of Mind aipire unto Divine Things; unleſs I be 


willing with Chr to be deſpiſed and forſaken of 


all, I can have no inward Peace, nor be ſpiritually | 
enlightened, nor be wholly united unto the Lok | 


Feſus Chrift. 


5. ConsiDER the Hurryings of Jeſus from Pi- 
Late to Herod. There is He queſtioned of many 
Things, but juſtly is the Lamb of Gop dumb, and 
opened not his Mouth; upon this He is mocked, 
and arrayed in a gorgeous Robe. Wiſdom is taken 
for Folly, and the Juſtifier of Sinners for a Sinner. 
See how He emptied Himſelf, and made Himſelf of 
no Reputation, that He might fill thee with Good- 
neſs, and make thee wiſe unto Salvation. 


6. Consiper the Hurryings of Fefus from He- 
red back again to Pilate. O my Saviour, how art 
Thou now abuſed |] NewAccufſations are forged ; and 
when Pilate fees that nothing will do, but Chr;/# 
muſt die, he delivers Him to be (tripped, whipped, 
cloathed in Purple, crown'd with Thorns, and 
ſcepter'd with a Reed. Who can number the Stripes 
wherewith they tore his Body, one Wound eating 
into another? O my Heart, how can I think of 
this without Tears of Blood? O Joy of Angels, 
and Glory of Saints, who hath thus defiled Thee 
with ſo many bloody Blows? Certainly they were 
not thy Sins, but mine. Love was the Cauſe why thou 
didſt beſtow upon me all thy Benefits, and Mercy 
mov'd Thee to take upon Thee all my Miſeries. 


| 7: Consrprn chat fd SpeRacle of Jeſu, when 
He came forth wearing the Crown of Thorns, 
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h . and the Purple Robe, and Pilate ſaying unto 


them, Behold the Man.” O my Soul, fix thy 
Eyes on the fad Object! Suppoſe thyſelf in the Caſe 
of Fejus; What if in fo ſenſible and tender a Part 


as thy Head is, Men ſhould faſten a Number of 
 & Thorns? Alas! Thou canft hardly abide the Prick 


of a Pin, much leſs the Piercing of ſo many Thorns; 


O but thy Jus was crowned with Thorns, and 


ſceptred with a Reed, and that Reed was taken out 
of his Hands, to beat the Crown of Thorns into 
his Head; thy Jes was whipped with Cords and 
Rods; and being in this Plight thou art called to 
behald the Mam Canſt thou conſider Him at pre- 
ſent, as if thou hadſt a View of this very Man? 
Methinks it ſhould make thee break out, and ſay,

8. Cod sIDER Pilate's Sentence, that N 
ſhould be crucified as the Fervs required. Now 
they had Him in their Will, and they did to Him 
what ſeemed-them good. Follow Him from Gab- 
batha to Golgotha. See how they lay the heavy Croſs 
upon his tender Shoulders, that were fo rent and 
turn with Whips. Accompany Him all the Way 
to the Execution, and help to carry his Croſs to 
Mount Calvary; and there fee Him lifted up on 
| that Engine of Torture, the bloody Crofs: He 
hangs on Nails, and as He hangs, his own Weight 
comes his Affliction. O. fee how his Arms _ 

egs 
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Legs were racked with violent Pulls, his Hands and 
Feet bored with Nails, his whole Body torn with 
Stripes, and gored with Blood. And now, O my 


Soul, run with all thy Might into his Arms, held | 
out at their full Length to receive thee.  OQ weigh | 


the Matter! Becauſe Sin entered by the Senſes, 


therefore the Head, in which the Senſes flouriſh, is 
crowned with ſearching T horns: Becauſe the Hands | 


and Feet are more eſpecially the Inſtruments of Sin, 
therefore his Hands and Feet are nailed to the Crofts 
for Satisfaction. Be enlarged, O my Thoughts, 
and conſider it, and conſider it again. 


9. CoNnSIDER the Darkneſs that ſpread over all 
the Earth. Now was the Sun aſhamed to ſhew his 
Brightneſs, conſidering that the Father of Lights 
was darkened with ſuch Diſgrace: The Heavens 


diſcoloured their Beauty, and are in Mourning- 


Robes: The Lamp of Heaven is immantled with a 
miraculous Eclipſe. The Sun in the Firmament 
will ſympathize with the Sun of Righteouſneſs. It 
will not appear in Glory, though it be Mid-day, 
becauſe the LokD of Glory is thus diſgraced. And 
now hear the Voice that comes from the Son of 
Gop, My Gop, my Gop, why haſt thou forſaken 
Ae? Cbriſt, in the Garden, taſted the bitter Cup 
of God's fierce Wrath, but now He drunk the 
Dregs of it. O but what's the Meaning of this; 
My Gop, my Gop, why hat Thou 6 Me? 
Surely, 1. This was not a perpetual, but a tem- 
porary Forſaking. The Godhead was not took 
away from the Manhood, but the Union remained 
ſtill, even now when the Manhood was forſaken, 
2. This was not a forſaking on Chriſt's Part, but 
only on the Father's Part; the Father forſook Chri/t, 
but Chri/# went after Him. Gop took away the 
Senſe of his Love, but the Son of Gop laid hold 
upon Him, crying, My Gop, my Gop, why ha/t 
2 Thou 
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Thou ferſaken Me? 3. This Forſaking was not in 


Reſpect of his Being, but in Reſpect of the Feeling 


of Gop's Favour, Love, and Mercy. Certainly 
Gop loved Him ſtill; but his Senfe of Comfort 
was now quite gone, ſo as it never was before. In 
his Agony there was now and then ſome little Flaſh 
of Lightening to cheer Him; but now all the Senſe 
and Feeling of Gop's Love was gone. Chri/t now 
took the Place of Sinners, and Gop the Father 
ſhut Him out, as it were, amongſt the Sinners : 
He drew his Mercy out of Sight, and therefore He 


cried out in a Kind of Wonder, My Gor, myGop, 


why ha Thou forſaken Me? After this He ſpeaks 
but a few Words more, and gives up the Ghoſt, 
He dies, that we might live; He is diſſolved Him- 
ſelf, that we might be united to his Father. O my 
Soul, ſee Him now if thou canſt for Weeping; his 
Eyes are dim, his Cheeks are wan, his Face is 
pale, his Head is bowing, his Heart is panting, 
Himſelf is dying. Come, and die with Him by 
Mortification. FP» pale, like Him, with Grief 
and Sorrow, and Trouble for thy Sins. 


10. Cons1DER the Piercing of his Side with a 
Spear, whence came out a Stream of Blood and 


Water. O Fountain of everlaſting Waters! Me- 
thinks I ſee the Blood running out of his Side more 
freſhly than thoſe Streams which ran out of the Gar- 
den of Eden, and watered the whole World. Con- 
ſider the Taking of his Body down by Jeſeph, the 
Burying of it by Jeſeph and Nicodemus. O my 


Spirit, go with mea little! Chri/? being dead, it is 


Pity but He ſhould have a Funeral. According to 
the Letter, let Foſeph and Nicodemus bear his Corps; 
let the bleſſed Virgin go after it ſighing and weep- 
ing, and at every other Place looking up to Hea- 

ven; let Mary Hardalen follow after with precious 


Ointment, and with her Hair hanging, ready, if 
EE. 
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Need were, to wipe his Feet again. Now, let 
every Sinner, according to the Nature of his Sin, 
draw ſomething from the Paſſion of Chr:/? to the 
mortifying of his Sin; yea, let all turn Mourners ; 
let all bow their Heads, and be ready to give up 
the Ghoſt for the Name of Crit. O my Soul, 
that thou wouldſt thus meditate, and thus imitate, 
that ſo thy Meditation might be fruitful, and thy 
Imitation real; I mean, that thy Life and Death 
might be contormable to the Life and Death of 


Fejus Chrijt. | 


SEcT. III. Of Deſiring Jesvs in that Reſpett. 


LET us defire Jeſus, carrying on the Work of 
. our Salvation in his Death. Indeed nothing doth 
fo cool and refreſh a parched and thirſty Soul, as 
the Blood of Ze/as; which made the poor Woman 
cry out fo earneſtly, „I have an Huſband, and 
Children, and many other Comforts, but I would 
give them all, and all the Good that ever I ſhall 
c ſee in this World, or in the World to come, to 
« have my poor thirſty Soul refreſhed with that 
precious Blood of the LoR D Fe/us Chri/t. 


Bur what is there in Chri/?'s Blood or Death 
that is ſo defirable? I anſwer, 


1. THERE is in it the Perſon of Chri/?, He that 
is God-Man, The Brightneſs FA his Father's Glory, 
and the expreſs Image of his Perſon. It is He that 
died; every Drop of his Blood was not only the 
Blood of -an innocent Man, but of one that was 
Gop as well as Man. Gop with his own Blood 
purchaſed the Church. Now ſurely every Thing of 
God is deſirable. 


2. T HERE 
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2. THERE is in it a Worth. Chri/t conſidered 
under the Notion of a Sacrifice, is of infinite 
Worth. No Wealth in Heaven or Earth beſides 
this, could redeem one Soul; and therefore the A- 
poſtle ſets this againſt all corruptible Things, as Sil- 
ver and Geld, the Things ſo much ſet by amongſt 
the Veen of this World; Ye were not redeemed with 
corruplible Things, as Silver and Gold, —but with 
the precious Bleed of Chriſt, as of a Lamb without 


Blenifh, and without Spot. 


2. THERE is in it a Merit and Satisfaction. 
The Scripture doth not exprefly ufe theſe Words, 
but it hath the Senſe and Meaning of them; as in 
that Text, He hath made us accepted in the Beloved, 
in whom we have Redemption through his Blood. The 
very Words, Redeeming and Buying, plainly de- 
monſtrate, that a Satisfaction was given to GoD 
by the Death of Jus; He gave Himſelf for us, that 
He might redeem us. Ye are bought with a Price. 
And what Price was that? Why, his own Blood; 
Thou' waſt ſlain, and haſt redeemed us to Gop by 
thy Blood; that is, by thy Death and Paſſion. This 
was the avl:or, that Ranſom which Ari gave; 
The Son of Man came to give his Life a Ranſom for 
many; or, as the Apoſtle, He gave Flimſeif a Ran- 


fom for all- The Word is here, ariavlga, Which 


Signifies an adequate Price, or a Counter-price; as 
when one doth, or undergoeth ſome Thing in the 
Room of another; as when one yields himſelf a 
Captive for the Redeeming of another out of Cap- 
tivity, or gives up his own Life, for the Saving of 
another Man's Life; ſo Chri/? gave Himſelf avliavlge, 
a Ranſom, or Counter-price, ſubmitting Himſelf 
to the like Puniſhment, that his redeemed Ones 
tould have undergone. | . 
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4. THERE is in it not only a true, but a copi- 
ous, and full Satisfaction. Chri/fs Death and 


Blood is Superabundant to our Sins; The Grace of 


our LORD was exceeding abundant, 1 Tim. i. 14. 

bre per, it was over full, redundant, more than 
enough. Many an humble Soul is apt to complain, 
« O if I had not bcen fo great a Sinner, there 
« might have been Hope.” This is to undervalue 
Chriſt's Redemption, this is to think there is more 
in Sin to damn, than in Chriſ's Sufferings to ſave; 


whereas all 4 Sins to Chriſt, are but as a little 
0 


Cloud to the glorious Sun; yea, all the Sins of all 
the Men in the World, are 8 to Chriſi's Merits 
iS a Drop to the Ocean. 


TRE is 1n it Remiſſion of Sins. So faith 
C brif, This is my Blecd of the New Teftlament, 
which ig hed for many for the Remiſſion of Sins. Re- 


miſſion of Sins is attributed to Cs Death as a 


Cauſe; it is not thy Tears or Prayers, or rending 
of Heart, that could pay the leaſt 13 With- 
oof 4 Mag 4; Blood (alch the Apoſtle) there is no 
Remiſſion. GOD will have Tears and Blood alſo, 
though not for the ſame Purpoſe ; for all thy Tears 
thou muſt fly to Chri/? only as the Cauſe; it is true 
thou muſt Mourn, and Pl and Humble thyſelf, 
but it's Chri/t's Blood only that can Waſh us clean. 
O remember this! God will not Pardon without 
Satisfaction by the Blood of Chri/f. And, ſurely 
this makes Chip i/'s Death ſo de ble: O my 
cc Sins afflict me, (cries many a ene); O I am loath- 
* ſome in my own Eyes, much more in God's ; 
< furely God is offended with my Dulneſs, Sloth- 
« fulneſs, and my thouſand Imperfections; I am 
« all the Day long entangled with Sin.” But let 
this contrite Spirit look on Chriſis Death, and 
therein he may find all Sin is pardoned. See here 


what an Argument is put into thy Mouth, from 
theſe 
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theſe Sufferings of Chriſt, well mayeſt thou ſay, 
OLorkD, I am unworthy, but it is juſt and right 
that Chriſt obtain what He died for; O Pardon my 
Finns for his Death's Sake, and for his precious Blood's

6. THERE is in it Reconciliaton and Peace with 
_ Gop. In Chriſt Jeſus, ye who ſometimes were afar 
off, are made nigh by the Blood of Chriſt, for He is 


our Peace, who hath made both one, and hath broken 


diwn the middle Fall of Partition between us.— 
When we were Enemies, we were reconciled unto 


GOD by the Death of his Son This certainly ſhould 


ſupport the drooping Soul; it may be thou erieſt, 
My Sins have made a Breach betwixt Gop and 
« my Soul; I have warred againſt Heaven, and 
© now Go wars againſt me; and O what Odds? 
« if the LorD be angry, yea, but a little, what 
«© will become of my poor Soul? Is Stubble able 
to contend with the conſuming Fire? How then 
© ſhall I contend with Gor ? But come and look 
on Chriſt's Death, as the Means and meritorious 
Cauſe of Reconciliation ; and thou canſt not but 
ſay, „O this Death is defirable ” When Gop 


the Father, looks at a Sinner in the bloody Glaſs 


of Chriſt, then faith Gop, © Fury is not in Me, 
I have no more Controverſy with this Soul: See- 
ing Chriſt hath ſuffered, it is enough, I have as 
© much as my Juſtice can demand, my Frowns 
are now turned into Smiles.” Why this is it 
that makes Chr:/?s Death and Blood ſo deſirable to 
the Soul; what ſhall Jacob fo rejoyce in ſeeing 
E/au's Face altered to him? ſhall he ſay to Eſau. 
J have ſeen thy Face, as the Face of GOD?! How 
much rather may the humble and believing Sinner 
be filled with Gladneſs, when Gop, through CHs 


Blood, ſhall be thus appeafed and reconciled with 


Him? 


4 7. THERE 
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7. THERE is in it a bleſſed Virtue to open Hea- 
ven, and to make da: thither for our Souls, 


Liberty to enter into the Holigſt by the Blood of Jeſus. 
It is the Blood of Chriſt that rends the Vail, and 
makes a Way into the Holy of Holies, that is, in- 
to the Kingdom of Heaven. Without this Blood, 
there is no Acceſs to Gov. It is only by the Blood 
of Crit, that Heaven is open to our Prayers, and 
that Heaven is open to our Perſons: This Blood, 
is that Key, that unlocks Heaven, and lets in the 
Souls of his Redeemed ones. Ard Þ laated (faith 
Yobn) and behold a Door was open in Heaven, and 


the firſt Vaice I beard, was as it were of a Trumpet 


talking with me, which ſaid, Come up hither ; and 
no ſooner was he in the Spirit, and entered in, but 


he heard the new Song; Theu art worthy to take 


the Book, and te open the Seals thereef,, for Thou tua 
Hain, and haft redeemed us to GOD by thy Bld. 


Coms now, and gather in all theſe Particulars ; 


there is in Chr:/?'s Blood, the Perſon of Chri/t, the 
Price of Souls, a Merit and Satisfaction, a copious 
and full Satisfaction, Remiſhon of Sins, Reconcili- 
ation with Gon, a Paſſage into Glory; I might 
add all other Privileges, Benefits, Dignities of the 
Soul, for they all flow from the Blood of Jeu, 
and they are all contained either expreſly, or vir- 


tually in the Blood of Jeſus; and is not all this 


worth the Looking after? O my Soul, where is 
thy Languor, and Fainting towards this blefſed 


Object? When David deſired ſtrongly God's. 


Law, he expreſſed his Longings, by the Breaking 


and Fainting of his Soul; My Soul breaketh for the 


Longing that it hath to thy Judgment at all Times; 


and my Scul fainteth for thy Salvatian. O where 


be theſe Breakings and Faintings ? Strength of De- 
fire, is expreſſed by the Apoſtle, by Groaning, 
which is the Language of Sickneſs, O where be 

theſe 
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theſe Groanings after Chri/”s Death? When I 
call to Mind that Chri/'s Death is my Ranſom, 


that Chri/”s Stripes are my Cures, that Chri/f's 


Blood is my Fountain to Waſh in, and to be clean; 
how ſhould I but pray in this Senfe, His Bloed be 
pen us, and on our Children? O I am undone, 
except I have a Share in this Blood ! It is only 
this Fountain, that can quench my Thirſt; and 
now I have ſeen the Fountain opened, how ſhould. 
but "Thirſt, and cry out with the Woman of Sa- 
maria, O give me this Water, that I Thirſt no more? 
But alas, I fay it, I only ſay it. O that I could 
feel it! O my Jeſus, that thou wouldſt breed in 
me ardent Debris: vehement Longings, unuttera- 
ble Groans, mighty Gaſpings. When my Spirit 
is in right Frame, I ſcel ſome Deſires after Chri/*s 
Blood ; but how ſhort are theſe Defires, how un- 
worthy of the Things defired? Come Lo RD, 
kindle in me hot, burning Deſires, and then give 
me the deſirable Object. | 


SzcT. IV. Of Heping in I xsus in that Reſpect. 


Le T us Hope in Jeſus, carrying on the great 


Work of our Salvation, in his Sufferings and Death. 

By this Hope, I intend only that, which the Apoſ- 
tle calls full Aſſurance of Hope. It is not every Hope 
that is a well grounded Hope; that we may diſcern, 

that the Grounds of our Hope in Chriſt's Death are 

not falſe, I ſhall lay down theſe Signs: 


1. Ir Chriſt's Death be mine, then is that great 
End of his Death accompliſhed in me; viz. By the 
dacrifice of Himſelf, He hath put away Sin, even 
my Sin, —and, in Him I have Redemption through 
His Blood, even the Forgiveneſs of Sins. As on this. 
Account He ſuffered, to finiſh the Tranſereſſton, to 


| make 
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male an End of Sins, and to make Reconciliation for 
Iniguity; fo if his Death be mine, I may aſſuredly 
lay, my Sins are pardoned, and mine Iniguities are 


done away. Come then, and try by this Sign, canſt 


thou aſſure thyſelf that thy Sins are _—_— thee ? 
haſt thou heard the Whiſper of Gop's Spirit, Son, 
or Daughter, be of good Comfort, thy Sins are re- 


mitted © there is no Queſtion then, but thou art 


redeemed by his blood, thou haſt Part in his Suf- 
ferings. 15 


2. Ir Chriſt's Death be mine, then am I made 


| conformable” to Cbriſt in his Death. The fame 


that was done to Chri/t in a natural Way, is done 
in the Believer, in a ſpiritual Way; that is, as 
Chri/t died, ſo the Believer dies; as Chri/t died for 


Sin, ſo the Believer dies to Sin: In that He died, 
He died unto Sin, —Likewiſe reckon ye yourſelves to 


be dead unto Sin. Obſerve here the Analogy, and 


Reſemblance betwixt Chriſt and us, both dic unto 
Sin, Chri;/t by Way of Expiation, for the Sins of 
others ; we by the Way of Mortification, and cru- 
cifying our own Sins, I look upon this Sign, as 
the very Touch-ſtone of a Criſtian. 


Two Queſtions I ſuppoſe needful, to reſolve the 


Grounds of our Hope, concerning our Intereſt in 
the Death of Chri/#. | 


1. WHETHER in Truth our Sins are mortified? 
2. WHETHER we grow in Mortification ? 


For the Firſt; whether in Truth our Sins are 
mortified, it is a Skill worth our Learning, becauſe 
of the many Deceits that are within us; Sin may 
ſeem to be mortified when the Occaſion is removed; 


er, 
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or, when it is not violent, but quiet; when it is but 
removed from one Sin unto another; or, when the 
Sap and Strength of Sin is dead: As the Lamp 
goes out, when either the Oil is not ſupplied, or 
taken away. Now that in this Scrutiny we may 
ſearch to the Bottom, and know the Truth of our 
Mortification, it will appear by theſe Rules : 


(I.) Txu Mortification ſprings from a Root of 
Faith. If we can make out, that we believe in 
Chriſi, for Life and Salvation, and that now we 
feel in us the Decay of Sin, we may conclude from 
the Cauſe, that this Decay of Sin is true Mortifi- 
cation: It is a bleſſed Effect ariſing from a right 


Cauſe. 


|  (2.) TxvR Mortification is general; not only one 

Sin, but all Sins are mortified in a true Behever. 
As Death is unto the Members of the Body, fo 
is Mortification unto the Members of Sin; now 
Death ſeizeth upon every Member, it leaves not 
Life in any one Member of the Body; ſo neither 
doth Mortification leave Life in any one Member 
of Sin. It is good to obſerve the Degrees of Mor- 
titication; the Firſt is, to forbear the Practice of 
groſs Sins, in Word and Deed. The Second is, 
to deny Conſent and Will, to all Frailties and In- 
firmities. The Third is, to be free from any Lik- 
ing of any evil Motion; not only to deny Conſent, 
but alſa to deny the very Thought or Imagination. 
If when theſe Motions firſt ariſe, we preſently 
quench, reject, deteſt, and caſt them away from 
us; therein is true Mortification. | 


2. WHETHER we grow in our Mortification ? 
True Mortification is that which grows. Now 
the Growth of our Mortification will appear by 
theſe following Signs - . 

EE 1. GROWING 
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I. Gxowine Mortification hath its chief Con- 
flicts in ſpiritual Luſts. At firſt we mortify grol- 
fer Evils; but when we grow in this blefied uty, 
we then ſet ourſelves againſt fpiritual Wickedneſs; 
as Pride, Preſumption, Self- confidence. This Me- 
thod the Apoſtle ſets down ; let us . ourſelves 
rem all Filthinefs of Fleſh am Spirit. Firſt, from 
all Filthineſs of the Fleſh or Body, and then from 
all Filthineſs of the Spirit. 5g R 


2. GRowinG Mortification is conſtant, laſting, 
durable. When there is in the Heart a ſudden Flow- 
ing and Re-flowing, it comes from thofe vaſt Seas 
of Corruption that are within us: In this Cafe, 
Mortification is very weak. But on the contrary, 
if we find our Standing more firm and fure, if for 
the Main we walk evenly, and keep cloſely to the 
Lonxp; it carries with it an Evidence that our 
'Mortification n | 


23. GROWwIN O Mortification feels Luſt more 
weak, and the Spirit more ſtrong in its ordinary 
Actings. Suppoſe it be a Luſt or Fancy, it can- 
not boil up to groſs Fancies as it was wont; or, 
ſuppoſe it be Pride, it boils not up to ſuch a Spirit 
of Pride as formerly; inſtead of bringing forth Fruit, 
it now brings forth Bloſſoms: or, inſtead of bring- 
ing forth Bloſſoms, it now brings forth nothing 
but Leaves; this is a Sign that this Luſt is wither- 
ing more and more; and overflow when the Wa- 
ter abates, leſs Ground, we may conclude, that

4. Growing Mortification hath more Ability

to abſtain from the very Occaſions and 


of Luſt. When a Man cannot endure to come 
where ſuch a one is that he loves not, when he 
cannot endure the Sight of him, or any Thing that

ment ſpotted with the Fleſh, here's a good Sign. 


O ur Soul, try now the Growth of thy Mor- 
tiication by theſe Signs; haſt thou overcome Sol. 


ſer Sins, and is now thy chief Conflict with ſpiri- 
tual Wickedneſſes? Is thy Standing and Walking 


with GoD more cloſe, and even, and conſtant than 
ſometimes it hath been? Is thy Luſt more weak, 
and thy Grace more ſtrong in ordinary Actings? 
Haſt thou now more Ability to quench the Flame - 
of Sin in the very Spark, to abſtain from Sin in its 
firſt Motion ? hy, then is the Promiſe accom- 


pliſhed, He toill ſubdue cur Iniquities : Surely thou 
art a growing Chriſtian; thou haſt Fellowſhip with 
Chri/t in his Lo Lp thy Ground is ſolid, firm, 
and ſtable; thy Hope hath Foundation, and thou 
mayeſt Build upon it, that Chris Death, and 
culling are thine, even thine. |

more ſhall the Blood of Chriiſt—purge our Conſciences 
from dead Works to ſerve the living Gon? There is

ation, the latter to our Sanctification. Now 
Sanctification hath two Parts, Mortification and 
Vivifieation: Criſt's Death, or paſſive Obedience, 
is more properly condueible to the one; his Liſe;

HAT in all Reſpects 
Feſus. 1. Let us Know Jeſus carrying on 
the great Work of Salvation in his Reſurrection, 
and during the Time of his Abode upon the Earth 
after his Reſurrection. This is worth the know- 
ing; on it depends our Juſtification, Sanctification, 

vation; For if Chriſt be not riſen, we are yet in 
our Sins, and our Faith is in vain, and our Hope is 
in vain. O my Soul, ſtudy this Point; many take it 
up in groſs, they can run over this Article of their 
Creed, The third Day He reſe again from the Dead; 
but for a patticular Underſtanding of it, in reſpect 
of the Time, or the End, or the Manner, or the 
Certainty, how many are to ſeek ? I ſhall appeal 


to thyſelf, are not many Diſcoveries already made 


which before thou never tookeſt Notice of ! and if 
thou wouldſt but ſtudy this Point, how much more 


might yet appear? eſpecially to thine own Good; 


it is not enough to know Chri/Ps Reſurrection, un- 
leſs thou know it for thyſelf. Be ſure thou haſt 
this in Mind, That Chriſt roſe again, but what's 
that to me? Saving Knowledge is ever joined with 
à particular Application; if Chiſt be my Head, then 
He could not rife, but I roſe with Him, and in 
Him; and thus, O my Soul, lat on Chriſt; and 
thus ſearch into every Particular of Chri/?'s _ 

rection;

I anſwer, it is not any corporal Seſſion at Go D's 
Right-hand ; which Stephen contradicts, faying, /

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on the Rigbt- hand of Go D. The Words ſitting or 
landing, are both metaphorical, and borrowed 
from the Cuſtom of Kings, who place thoſe they 
honour, and to whom they commit the Power of 
Government, at their Right-hand ; more particu- 
larly, this Sitting at God's Right-hand implies two 
Things. (1.) His glorious Exaltation. (2.) The 
actual Adminiſtration of his Kingdom. 


(r.) CnRIST is exalted, 8 alſo 
bath highly exalted Him, and given Him a Name a- 
bove every Name, that at the Name of Jeſus, every 
Knee ſhall bow. This Seſſion is the ſupreme Dig- 
nity and Glory, given by the Father unto Chri/t, 
after his Aſcenſion ; this Seſſion is the peerleſs Ex- 
altation of the Mediator in his Kingdom of Glory. 
But how was Chrift exalted? I anſwer, [I.] 
the Regard of his Divine Nature; not really, or in 
itfelf. Impoſſible it was that the Divine Nature 
ſhould receive any intrinfical Glory, becauſe all Ful- 
neſs of Glory eſſentially belonged unto it; but de- 
claratory, or by Way of Manifeſtation ; ſo it was, 
that his Divinity, during the Time of his Humili- 
ation, lay hidden and overſhadowed ; but now in 
his Seſſion, that Divinity and Glory which He had 
always with his Father, was ſhewed forth and de- 
clared, He was declared to be the Son of GoD with 
Pawer, both at his Reſurrection, and at his Seſſion. 
[2.] In Regard of his human Nature; and yet that 
muſt be underſtood ſoberly, for I cannot think that 
Chris Human Nature was at all exalted in Regard 
of the Grace of perſonal Union; or, in Regard of 
the habitual Perfections of his human Soul, becauſe 
He poſſeſſed all theſe from the Beginning ; but in 
Regard of thoſe Interceptions of the Beams of the 
God-head, and divine Glory; and in Reſpect of 
the Reſtraints of that Senſe and Sweetneſs, and feel- 
ing Operations of the beatifical Viſion, during his 
OL, XV, O Humi- 
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Humiliation ; in theſe Reſpects Chriſt was exalted 
in his human Nature, and had all the Glory from 
the Deity communicated to it, which poſſibly in 
any Way it was capable of. _ | 


(2.) Cur1$T Reigns, or actually Adminiſters his 
glorious Kingdom ; and this is the principal Part of 
Chri/?s ſitting at God's Right-hand. So the Pſalm- 
iſt, The Lord ſaid unte my Lok b, fit Thou at my 
Right-hand, until I make thine Enemies thy Foot-jtool; 
the Lox p ſhall ſend the Rod of thy Strength out of 
Zion, rule, Thou in the Mid of thy Enemies. The 
Ahpoſtle is * more large, Gop ſet Him at his own 

Right-hand, in the heavenly. Places, far above all 
Principality, and Power, and Might, and Domini- 
on, and every Name that is named, nat only in this 
Forld, but alſo in that which is to come; and hath 
put all Things under his Feet, and gave Him to be the 
Head over all Things to the Church, which is his Bo- 
dy, the Fulneſs of Him that fil'eth all in all. Some 
deſcribe this Seffion at God's Right-hand, to be all 
one with his Reigning in equal Power and Glory 
with the Father; but the Son hath always fo reign- 
ed, and the Holy Ghoſt hath always ſo reigned, 
who yet is not ſaid in Scripture to lit at the Right- 
hand of the Father, I believe therefore there is Some- 
thing in this Seſſion or Reign of Chri/?, which doth 
difference it from that reigning Power and Glory 
of the Father, and of the Son as only Gop, and of 
the Holy Ghoſt ; and if we would know what that 
is, I would call it an actual Adminiſtration of his 
Kingdom, or an immediate Executing of his Pow- 
er and Glory over every Creature as Mediator. And 
this made Chrift fay, The Father judgeth no Man, 
but hath committed all Judgment unto the Son, as Me- 
diator. You may object, Chrift was Mediator im- 
mediately after his Incarnation, but He did not ac- 
tually adminiſter his Kingdom then. I anſwer, it

it is ſaid, when the Day e Penticof was fully come;

cauſe it was ever kept on the Fiſtieth Day after the 

Second of the Paſſover. Fifty Days were the ap- 
pointed Time of the Fews Harvels 3 their Harveſt 
being bounded as it were with two remarkable Days, 
the one being the Beginning, ——

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thereof; the Beginning was %vriga rs wax, the Se- 
cond of the Paſſover; the End was wwruxoc», the 
Fiftieth after, called Penttcof? ; upon the urig 
they offered a Sheaf of the Firft-fruits of their Har- 
vel. Upon the Penticeſt, offered tua wave 
Loaves; the Sheaf being offered, all the after Fruits 
throughout the Land were ſanRtified ; and the two 
Loaves being affered, it was a Sign of the Harveſt 
ended; and now we find, that as there were fifty 
Days betwixt & vrięa and the Pentice/?, ſo there were 
fifty Days betwixt Chriſt's Reſurrection, and the 
coming down of the Holy Ghoſt. As on the Day 
of Penticoſt, the 1/raelites came to mount Sinai, and 
received the Law; ſo the very ſame Day is accom- 
pliſhed that . Out of Zion /hall go forth the 
Law, and the Ward of the Loxp from Jeruſalem; 
now was the Promulgation of the Goſpel called by 
us The Royal Law, as given by Chrift our 
ing, and written in the Hearts of his Servants, 
by this Holy Ghoſt; it ſeems to ſhaddow out the 
great Difference betwixt the Law and the Goſpel; 
the Law is given with Terror, in Lightning and 
Thunder; but the Goſpel is given without Teiror, 
there was no Lightning and Thunder now: No, 
the Holy Ghoſt ſlides down from Heaven, and with 
Joy fits on the Heads, and in the Hearts of his 
daints. I | 


2. For the Perſons to whom the Holy Ghoſt 
was ſent; it is ſaid, to all that were with one accord 
in one Place; who they were, it is not here expreſt; 
yet from the former Chapter we may conjecture, 
they were the twelve A. oftles, together with Joryh 
called Barſabas, and the Noman, and Mary the Mo- 
ther of Jeſus, and his Brethren ;, theſe all continued 
with one Accord in one Place, for fo was Chriff's 
Command, that they ſhould not _ from Jeruſa- 

lem, but wait fur the Promiſe of the Father, wth 
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faith He, ye have heard of me. It was the great Pro- 
miſe of the Old Teſtament, that Chriſ ſhould par- 
take of our Human Nature; and it was the preat e 
| Promiſe of the New Teſtament, that we ſhould par- 
take of his Divine Nature; He was cloathed with 

our Fleſh according to the former, and we are in- 
veſted with his Spirit, according to the latter Pro- 0 
miſe. For this Promiſe the Apoitles and others had 
long waited, and for the Accompliſhment they 
were now fitted and diſpoſed. 1. They had wait- 
ed for it from the Aſcenſion Day, till the Feaſt of 
Penticeft; He told them at the very Inſtant of his 
- "Aſcenſion, that He would ſend the Holy Ghoſt, and 
| therefore bid them ſtay together till that Hour; up- 
on which Command they continued waiting until 
the Day of Penticoſt was fully come. He that be- 
Teveth ſhall not make haſte, faith 7f:iah. But, 2. As 
why waited for the Spirit, ſo they were rightly diſ- 
poſed to receive the Spirit, for they were all with 
ene Accord in one Place. To thoſe that Accord is the 
Spirit given; where is Diſcord, Jars, Diviſions, 
Factions, there is no Spirit of Gop ; for the Spirit 
is the Author of Concord, Peace, Unity, and A- 
mity ; and can we imagine that eſſential Unity will 
enter but where there is Unity ? Can the Spirit of 
"Unity come, or remain, but where there is Unity 
of Spirit? Verily there is not, there cannot be a k 
more certain Diſpoſition to make us meet for the ] 
Spirit, than that Quality in us that js likeſt to his : 
Nature; and. that is Unity, Love, Concord. Do 
we marvel that the Spirit doth ſcarcely pant in us? 
Alas, we are not all of one Accord; the very firſt 
Point is wanting to make us meet for the coming 
. of the Holy Ghoſt upon us, 3 1

Fon the Manner how He was ſent, or how He 
came to theſe Apoſtles; we may obſerve theſe par- 


1. He came ſuddenly; which either ſhews the Ma- 
jeſty of the Miracle that is gloriouſly done, which 


is ſuddenly done; or the Truth of the Miracle, 


there could be no Impoſture or Fraud in it, when 
the Motion of it was ſo ſudden ; or the Purpoſe of 
the Miracle, which was to awake and effect them 
to whom it came ; uſually ſudden Things ftartle us, 
and make us look up. We may learn to receive 
thoſe holy Motions of the Spirit, which ſometimes 
come ſuddenly, and we know not how; I am per- 
ſuaded the Man breaths not amongſt us Chr:i/tians, 
that ſometimes feels not the. Stirrings, Movings, 


Breathings of the Spirit of God; Othat Men would 


take the Wind while it blows, and the Water while 
the Angel moves it ; as not knowing when it will, 
or whether ever it will blow again. | 


| 2. JE cape from Heaven. The Place ſeems 
here to commend the Gift; as from Earth, earth- 
ly Things ariſe ; ſo from Heaven, heavenly, ſpi- 


mats He comes down from Heaven like a Wind; 
the Compariſon is moſt apt? Of all bodily Things, 
the Wind is leaſt bodily; it is Inviſible, and comes 
neareſt to the Nature of a Spirit: It is quick and 
active as the Spirit is.

I 
anſwer, The Tongue is the ſole Inſtrument of 
Knowledge, which conveys the ſame from Man to 
Man; tho? the. Soul be the Fountain from whence 
all Wiſdom fprings, yet he I gnguo the Channel 
whereby this W:Kiom and Knowledge is commu- 
nicated. In the like Manner the Holy Ghoſt is 
the ſole Teacher of all Truth; tho' 2 be the 
Wiſdom of Gop, yet the Holy Ghoſt is the Teach- 
er of this Wiſdom to Men: And: hence it is, that 
the Holy Ghoſt appeared in the Form of Tongues.

but 1. They were Claven Tongneſ; to ſignify that 
the Apoſtles ſhould ſpeak in divers Languages; if 
there muſt be a Calling of the Gentiles, they muſt 
needs have the Tongues of the Gentiles wherewith 
to call them: If they. were Dobtors not only to the 
Jus hut to the Grecians; nor only to the Greci- 
the Barbarians alſo, then muſt they have 
the Jongues not only of the Jetos, but of the Gre- 
cans — Barbarians, to go and teach all Nations.

on them, and ſaid unto them, receive ye the Holy 
Gheft.

I 
ſhall give it thus: Chriff's Interceſſion is his gracious 
Will, fervently and tmmoveably deſiring, that for the 
perpetual Virtue of his Sacrifice, all his Members 
might both for their Perſons and Duties be accepted of 
the Father. I. I call the Interceſſion of Chri/t his 
own gracious Will; for we muſt not imagine that 

Chriſt in his Interceſſion, poſtrates Himfelf upon his 
Knees before his Father's Throne, uttering ſome 
ſubmiſſive Form of Words; that is not beſeeming 
the Majeſty of Him that ſits at Gop's Right-hand ; 
when He was but yet on Earth, the Subſtance of 
his Requeſts for his Saints ran thus, Father I will, 
that they alſo whom Thou haſt given Me be with Me 
where [ am; and much more now He is in Heaven, 
is this the Form of his Interceſſion, Father I will 
this. 2. The Foundation of Chr:i/?'s Interceſſion,
